Promotion To 
Flag Rank 


Of the 15 captains In the Navy 
who were promotcd recently to flag 
ronk, 10 are to be placed on the 
retired Ist. This procedure }s nor- 
mal, but it will be noted, possibly 
with some surprise, that among the 
latter Js the officer who for the past 
two years has been in command of 
the Navy Staff College. 


No one, of course, is competent to 
criticize the ‘Admiralty’s choice of 
the oMcers who arc: fit for employ- 
ment on the flag list.

ME REYNOLD J. 0. BRAY, twenty-seven-year-old 

explorer, news of whose death in the Arctic last 
September was brought by an Eskimo to civilisation 
recently, was the father of ‘a baby daughter he never saw 
—born a month before he was drowned. 


He married four years ayo 
the daughter of Mr. and) Mrs. 
Albert Butler, of Claygate, 
Surrey, and had spent much time 
since exploring in Hudson Bay 
- and Baffin Land, regions where 
no white man had ever been. 


Hin father, Major Jocelyn Bray, of 
Newark, near Ripley, Surrey, estate 
agent to Mary, Countess Lovelace, 
sald: “He was a wanderer. His 
wife has always sald she would never 
have fallen Jn Jove with bim Mt he 
had been any different.” 

Mrs. Butler said: “My diutiter 
never put obstacles In his way. Ie 
was nn ornithologist and a seientist, 
and if his work took him away—well, 
he had to go. Men have to vo thelr 
ways, This was to have been his 
last Journey to the Arctic, at any rate 
for many years. 

“He had a book to write, already 
commissioned, He had much work 
todo. His life was planned for years 
ahead.”

Mr. Bray, along: with Mr, la 

Baird, son of Brigadicr-General E, W. 
Dv Baird, of Kelloc, Edrom, Ber- 
wickshire, and cousin of Lord Stone- 
haven, was making his way up Fox 
Channel, near Igloolil, 800 miles 
north of Churchill, to vejoin Mr. T. H.

LONG TESTING 


All this testing has been going on 
in San Francisco for the last 16 days. 
With these tests over the Clipper 
will go back into the shops for a 
thorough overhaul. - . 

And then it is ready, to take-olf 
on tho biggest filght of all, a trip 
across 9,000 miles of ocean to Hong- 
kong. No passengers will be carried
